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Vega Expedt tion. 


The following additional particulars 
of the Vega expedition is from the 
San Francisco diapateh tu the Sacra- 
mento Union: 

The brig Basco, which was sailing 
under Imperial Mexican colors, arrived 
here late last night from Carman Is- 
land, via Cape St. Lacas, with Colonel 
John B. Urmy, Albert Haln, Charles 
H. Barth, James 3. Grant, Joseph 
Horn, Fred. Harringten? and Joseph 
Prisk, of the late Vega army expedi- 
tion. They denonneer Vega for bad 
faith and a desire to subvert Corona, 
the idol of the whole country, in the 
command in Sinaloa, Finding that he 
was not bent on aiding the Liberals, 
but only on making use of the Ameri 
cans to place him in power, the com- 
mand broke np and each man went 
his own way. They did not receive a 
dollar from Vega, and the moucy which 
wak to be paid to their families here 
by Wega’ s personal agents was never 
paid. Urmy made hix wi ay far enough 
into Sinaloa to become satisfied that 
Corona would not favor Vega. They 
were unable te get within some hun- 
dreds of miles of Mazatlan, and conld 
not therefore join Corona, though very 
anxious to dose, They speak in high- 
vat praise of Corona from common re- 
port, and du not blame the Liberals for 
disappointment, They say that on 
the 8t of October Colonel George T. 
Kuox, of San Franciaco, and Juan Ar- 
gos, formerly Vega’s ayent, arrived at 
Altata from La Paz in the American 
sloop Jennie, and on the 10th started 
for Culiacan by stage. Knox had four 
revolvers and a carbine, and Argos 
one pistol, On the Tith, Gaston de 
Artots, formerly a Captain in the Sth 
California Infantry, and a number of 
gamblers and deperadoes from this 
city, whe were not believed to be in 
the Liberal Nery we, boarded ber and 
took posse One of the party 
had on a pistol, which a passenger 
recognized as belonging to Knox. 
They said that they had sent a note to 
Knox that they had seized the sloop, 
and if he did not like tt he might go 
to h—-ll; also, that Knox would not be | 
heard of again. Soon after, Henry 
Maleolm, also formerly a California 
Volunteer, and Charles Wright, alias 
Turner, came on bron, and the words 
“All right,” “Bully job,” ete, were 
heard between them. The Jeunic Wus 
then provisione “tl andsatled for La Paz 
with De Artois and party, who re- 


ported there that they had bought the Gold and Silver Specs and Eye glasses

Urmy objected that 
it was not the order, but, if anything, 
a copy, and demanded the original, 
De Artois then drew ont paper, 
which he unfolded cnough to show Ra- 
mon Corona’s name, aud said that was 
the original. In folding it up again, 
he exposed cnough to-show that it: 
was ho order at all, buta private note.
